GMTERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

No  important  changes  occurred  in  the  organisation  or  functioning  of  the 
services  during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  for  the  district  comes  from  seven  different 
sources  ,  and  all  parishes  in  the  area  are  now  supplied  from  the  Council  ’  s  mains. 
The  water  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  samples  for  analysis  are 
submitted  quarterly. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage,  The  parishes  of  Nether  Langwith,  Norton ,Welbeck, 
Harworth,  Hodsock  and  Carlton  are  all  served  with  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes,  vtfhich  have  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  past 
twelve  months. 

Sanitary  Inspection  nf  the  Area.  The  whole  of  the  district  is  kept  under 
reasonable  supervision  by  the  Inspectors.  During  1939,  a  total  of  1 692 
visits  were  paid* 
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HOUSING. 

19  dwellings  were  represented  as  not  being  fit  for  human  habitation  during 
the  year.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  the  case  of  59 o  19  houses  were 
represented  for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  year,  but  owing  to 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  action  in  respect  of  these  properties  has  been 
suspended. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  There  are  65  such  dwellings  in  the  district,  and 
against  40  of  these  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and 
representations  have  been  made  by  the  Medical  Officer.  As  a  result  of  these 
representations,  33  Demolition  Orders  were  made  of  which  13  have  been  demolished 
in  accordance  with  the  Orders,  and  undertakings  were  accepted  in  respect  of 
the  remaining  7.  Of  these  5  of  the  undertakings  have  been  completed  and 
discharged. 

Rehousing  schemes  for  the  rehousing  of  persons  living  in  condemned 
houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  16  houses  were  erected  in  the  parish 
of  Carlton  and  A  houses  in  the  parish  of  Styrrup  with  Oldcotes,  the  families 
concerned  being  displaced  and  taking  up  occupation  during  August  and  September. 

Over  crowd  ing ,  One  family  who  were  living  under  overcrowded  conditions  has 
been  re-housed  by  the  Councilduring  the  year,  involving  the  displacement  of 
9  persons.

Infectious  Disease.  Disinfection  has  been  carried  cut  and  heme  conditions 
investigated,  following  the  removal  of  all  patients  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases.  .  Contacts  of  school  age  were  excluded  from  School  following  the 
notification  of  cases  of  whooping  coughc 
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Water  Supplies,  37  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  and  2  for  chemical 
analysis,  were  taken  from  the  six  public  water  supplies  during  the  year.  All 
samples  proved  satisfactory.  The  well  supply  to  a  School  was  proved  upon 
analysis  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  as  a  result  the  well  was  closed  and  a  connection 
made  to  the  Council  t;s  main  source. 

Closet  Accommodation,  During  the  year  9  privy  middens  have  been  converted  to 
water  closets s  7  with  assistance  towards  the  cost  from  the  Council 0 

Public  Cleansing.  Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years,  and  a 
salvage  scheme  was  put  into  operation  during  the  year* 

Smoke  Abatement.  The  latest  results  under  this  heading  show  an  improvement  of  the 
conditions e 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  34  houses  in  the  area  were  disinfested  during  the  year. 

Milk  Supplies. At  the  end  of  1939,  there  were  81  cov, keepers ,  81  wholesale  producers 
and  89  retailers  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926r, 

f  Meat  and  Pood.  There  were  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  on  the 
31st  December  1939.  280  lbs  of  meat  were  surrendered  as  unfit  for  food.
